| Undersecretary of State Sumner 
|Welles exposed the widespread | 
| Axis espionage setup in Chile in| 
a Boston speech last October 8. 
‘The speech wrecked arguments of | 
Chilean isolationists that the Unit- 
ved States had been taking Chilean 
|neutrality complacently. 
| Spurs Campaign. 
| It spurred the campaign by 
dominant Chilean political factions 
which had accepted temporarily, 
‘but not without protest, the gov- 
ernment’s policy of benevolent 
neutrality. 

And it induced a Japanese for- 
eign office spokesman in Tokyo to 
make a short wave radio speech 
threatening Chile with military, 
economic and political reprisals if 
it were to break with the Axis. 

This threat, made with misun- 
derstanding of the Chilean tem- 
perament, merely spurred the anti- 
Axis outcry. Chileans are proud | 
and independent, quick to resent 
pressure. 

Informed Chileans say that the 
Japanese had misinterpreted an 
outburst of irritation that follow- 
ed the Welles speech. 
| Shock Subsides.

‘subsided, most Chileans turned 
their indignation against the gov- 
ernment’s neutrality policy.

is not enough heat.

INVESTIGATORS REPORT Finally the abusiveness became 

so great that the Scripps-How-

see what they found. Following is the complete report of their 
investigators, as printed by the Washington News, one of the chain: 


placed solely in the hands of the presiding 
judge, as is now done in federal courts. 

There is much to be said in favor of the bill. 

If the trial has been properly conducted, 
there are factors involved of which the jury is 
ignorant. It is illegal, for instance, to introduce 
the past record of the defendant and thus, if 
the jury is properly unbiased, it knows nothing 
of the defendant’s previous criminal activities, 
if any. No one holds that a first offender should 
receive as heavy a sentence as a professional 
criminal.

Furthermore, where a jury can set a severe 
or mild penalty, there is frequently a tempta- 
tion. inside the jury room, to compromise with 
a minority opinion by agreeing to a sentence 
others believe too light, or too heavy simply to 
secure a unanimous verdict. One juror out of 
twelve, by holding out for acquittal, can by 
this means secure drastic reduction of sentence 
when a heavier penalty is actually deserved. 

Under the Etheridge bill the sole duty of the 
jury would be to determine guilt or innocence. 

It is, of course, always possible that some 
judges would be more severe than others, but 
this danger of undue severity or excessive mercy 
is not believed to threaten as frequent instances 
of disproportionate punishment as is apt to 
happen under the present system.

A bill has been introduced in the Georgia 
legislature, in the house, to abolish the poll 
tax as a requisite for voting in this state. 
The bill is similar to the measure introduced 
in the last congress which caused, nation-wide 


controversy and resulted in a filibuster in the | 


closing days of the session by southern con- 
gressmen. At that time many southerners who 
opposed enactment of the congressional meas- 
ure stated they did so, primarily, on the ground 
that it was not a subject for congressional ac- 
tion; that it was a matter for the states involved 
to settle for themselves. In other words, while 
not supporting the poll tax per se, they felt 
that its abolition by federal fiat would be an 
unwarranted violation of states’ rights. 

Georgia is now given the opportunity to de- 
cide for itself whether it wants the poll tax to 
remain in this state. 

Abandoment of the poll tax would result

It has already been said, a number of times 
and in various manners, that this 1943 Georgia 
legislature is notable both for the high caliber 
of its membership and for the wholehearted 
determination it has evidenced, almost without 
exception, to work together for the good of the 
state.

Short-Cuts Make a Quick Show- 
ing But the Job Doesnt Stand Up 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


If you are now in your fifties, you doubtless began your educa- 
tion by “learning your letters.” You knew the alphabet forward 
and backward before you learned to read. 

If you are 30 or thereabouts, you probably got your start under 
a new system called phonics. You learned the sound value of the 
letters. You discovered that “s” represents a hissing sound, like 
that made by a goose or a snake. And having learned that letters 
represent sounds, you were soon able to unite them to form simple 
words and even to build long words by adding syllable to syllable. 
You didn’t learn the alphabet, but. at least you learned the signifi- 
cance of letters before you learned to read—and it stayed with you. 
* The system of phonics is still in use in some sections, but in 
others it has been supplanted for some years by a newer one called 
the “look-say method.” 

The idea behind it seems sound, and it seems to work. 

To the child, each letter seems a little picture.__as indeed it is. 
So the child learns the alphabet by learning to recognize and name 
a set of little pictures. Since this is true, and since a word com- 
posed of several letters is simply another picture, why not teach 
the child to recognize and name whole words instead of mere letters? 

That is the idea, and proof that it works is in the fact that little 
Junior astonishes the family by actually reading after a mere few 
weeks of schooling. He has memorized a number of little words. 

Some teachers go further and teach children to recognize whole 
phrases. The kids see the four words, “This is a cat,” as a single 
picture. They memorize it as a whole, and that may be useful, but 
some educators question the value of learning to recognize phrases 
that will seldom be seen. 

Parents like the look-say method, for it seems to work fast, 
but it doesn’t seem to provide the best of foundations. 

The proper test of either method is the way it serves kids when 
they reach higher grades. And a recent comparative study of the 
phonetic and look-say methods, as taught in different city schools, 
revealed that third-grade pupils who learned the phonetic system 
are far superior to third-graders who learned the other way. 

It was a scientific, objective study, without bias or guesswork, 
and should convince any educator who happens to read it and hap- 
pens to care.

Judge Beck, 81, 
Retired Court

Veteran Georgia Jurist 
Is in Hospital at 
Milledgeville. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Jan. 20.— 
(?)—Justice Marcus Beck, 81-year- 
oid retired justice of the Georgia 
supreme court, was reported crit- 
ically ill at a private hospital here 
tonight. 

Justice Beck retired in 1937 to 
end a distinguished 32-year career 
on the supreme court. His was 
the iongest tenure the high tri- 
bunal has ever recorded. 

Resigning because of poor 
health, he became the first justice 
to leave the bench under terms 
of a mew state law permitting re 
tirement at the age of 70 at two- 
thirds pay. 

After his retirement, he was 
given the title of “associate jus- 
tice emeritus” and made the first 
member of an advisory appellate 
council formed to consult with 
the courts and attorney genera) 
on judicial problems. 

Known as a “two-fisted judge,” 
Beck once risked the anger of a 
mob in preventing a lynching.

But due to the crowded condi- 
tions, even the simplest cere- 
mony was difficult to arrange. 
So they waited till they reached 
the States, and were married a 
month later at Marion’s home 
in New Rochelle, N. Y. 

Recently the Benedicts moved 
into their charming new home 
on Tuxedo road—a_ white- 
shingled house with broken 
brick chimneys and a huge Stu- 
dio-living room combination, 
where Milmer works, extending 
across the entire front. At pres- 
ent, Marion is devoting most of 
her time to a recent addition to 
the family, small Milner Jr., 
who was born last November.

How to Eat Your Meals Alone 
And Thrive on Them 


CHAPTER 16 
You nibble and snack for the 
first week or two after your hus- 
band goes to war. But soon you 
find you must eat for health if 
not for fun, and it’s cheaper to 


plan regular meals at home than 
hope for the best outside. You) 
may not notice the deterioration, | 
but a few years of drugstore diet 
will do devastating things to your 
hair, your skin, your figure. if 
you don’t want your husband 
crushed by the sight of you when 
he returns you want to start eat- 
ing for the future at once. With 
an eye, of course, to the present 
high cost of living, because who 
can forget it? 

If you have a child the best 
thing is to plan your meals around 
his so you find you are not cook- 
ing separately for each of you. 
Except for infant menus, doctors 
today prescribe the same kind of 
foods for children as you ought to 
eat yourself if you would keep 
looking and feeling fit. 

There are just certain simple 
basic things to remember about 
your child’s diet and your own. 
In war or peace, the human sys- 
tem generally gets along most et- 
ficiently with a minimum of what 
can be called the “protective 
foods.” If it makes you any hap- 
pier, the High Priestesses of Nu- 
trition claim these are full of vita- 
mins. But they are full of other 
things, too, and no matter what 
else you eat, do see that at one 
meal or another you get the fol- 
lowing every day: 

At least one serving of lean 
meat, fish, or poultry; at least one 
of the leafy green vegetables or 
one of the so-called yellow variety; 
at least one of the other vegeta- 
bles, like potatoes, artichokes, or 
string beans; at least one egg; at 
least one pint of milk (at least 
one quart for any child under 18); 
one orange or grapefruit half or 


tomato juice or two raw tomatoes; 
some wholegrain bread; some but- 
ter and other fat. 


About meats, remember that the 
lean meats are roast beef, lamb, 
veal, chicken, and,turkey. That 
bacon counts as fat, not as meat. 
And that frying destroys food val- 
ues. You and your child should 
get at least one serving of liver a 
week, not necessarily the more ex- 
pensive calves’ liver. Beef, lamb, 
or pork liver have the same effect. 
Shellfish comes complete with 
mineral and iodine; and in addi- 
tion to being delicious, clams give 
you calcium, oysters and shrimp 
gmore iron than spinach in its hey- 
day. Your doctor would like your 
child to have kidneys or tongue at 
least three times each week and 
hi. reasons cover your own health 
as well. However, these “meat 
spares” are not always as cheap as 
food economists would have you 
believe, but there is little or no 
waste. 

About fruits, most important are 
the citrus varieties. Almost every 
doctor recommends at least one 
orange, a grapefruit, or tomatoes 
each day. The juice of a whole 
lemon is an adequate substitute if 
you can stand it. So is the juice 
of the lime. 

In selecting leafy green vege- 
tables remember that the greener 
the better. Greenest are chard, col- 
lards, kale, cabbage, broccoli, spin- 
ach and the leafy lettuces for raw 
salads. The yellow vegetables 
have gotten a new cachet since the 
air force diet experts started cor- 
recting vision with “carotene,” 
which is found not only in carrots 
but in all the other yellow fruits 
and vegetables like yellow squash, 
yellow turnips, sweet potatoes, yel- 
low corn, peaches and nangoes. 
In cooking any of these vegetables 
use very little water, cook quickly 
and never use soda. 


Milk is the dietitian’s delight 
and they lay down the reasons for 
its necessity in no uncertain terms. 
They say it is a perfect food, the 
source of calcium, phosphorus and 
the big-gun vitamins. Evaporated 
milk is being taken over for the 
troops, but all indications point to 
fluid milk in abundance through 
the duration. You can take your 
pint of milk each day in creamed 
soups, creamed sauces, custards, 
ice cream and cheeses. Five ounces 
of good old-fashioned ‘‘store 
cheese” equals a quart of milk in 
food values. And pot cheg¢se, or 
cottage cheese, appears on every 
pediatrician’s menu to round out 
the child's milk diet.

You don’t want to do all your 
saving on food alone. There are 
tricks of stringent economy, such 
as using dried peas or beans as a 
substitute for meat and fish: mak- 
ing a main dish of macaroni or 
rice with cheese; using dried fruits 
instead of fresh. But don’t tighten 
your belt in Spartan rectitude 
solely to stiffen your spine. 


Here is a menu given by one of 
New York’s most eminent pedia- 
tricians for any normal child from 
18 months up.

Dr. X. outlines. You could then 
make the noonday meal that you 
eat out your heavy one. _ A light 
supper would be easier to shop for, 
easier to prepare, and _ certainly 
more sensible than trying to man- 
age a supper for the child and a 
dinner for you at one and the 
same time. Herewith the menu:

Juice of one orange, half grape- 
fruit, tomato juice. 

Cereal or egg. 

Two strips of bacon. 

Two slices of whole-grain bread, 
toasted if desired.

Dessert of custard, ice 
junket or raw fruit.

Dark bread and butter. 

Supper. 

One egg (if not at other meals), 
cottage cheese, cereal or thick 
creamed soup. 

Small salad with leaf lettuce 
and sliced tomato. 

Fresh or stewed fruit. 

Milk. 

Dark bread and butter.

may find yourself buying more 
and more of the quick-frozen foods. 
They are easy to prepare, often 
much more delicious than the 
canned foods. Also you can get 
them in small quantities for your 
smaller family. 


Look for dehydrated foods as 
another of the wartime economjes. 
You can whip up a dinner in no 
time flat with these powdered 
foods. They come packaged in en- 
velopes you can slip into your 
purse, and when cooked not only 
taste like their originals, but have 
the same color and unfaded odor. 

There are over one hundred de- 
hydrated foods available. Soups 
predominate, going all the way 
from consommes that jell in the 
icebox to good thick black-bean 
soups. There are egg powders 
that whip into an omelet with no 
trouble at all; golden crystals that 
turn into lemon juice, brownish 
flakes that presto become apple- 
sauce. The vegetables in flakes 
turn out garden fresh when re- 
stored, and the dried milk tastes 
as much like fresh as you could 


want.
